Thus itis we hear that in his 
s:me old speech he makes at every 
place he gues to, he has a stereotyped 
reference to the fact that there were 
126 ballots in the congressional conven- 
tion, recently heldin this place. We 
were present at that convention, and we 
can tell Mr. Hilli.rd that the utmost 
harmony and good feeling prevailed 
throughout, and we think we know the 
honorable gentlemen, whose worthy 
claims on the party were considered 
then well enough to tell him it he cal- 
culates on getting any aid or comfort 
from them or their friends, he is count- 
ing without his host.

At the annual meeting of the State 
‘ward of Health, held October 10th, 1876, a com- 
waunieation from Dr iG Thomas was read by 
(he seeretary, which, on mvuticn, was referred to 
* Committee of Dre Crom well and Little for re- 


port 

D Cromwetl, the chairman of this committee, 
reported as follows: 

Resolved 1. That the commanication of Dr J 
J. Thomas, presideut of the State Board of 
ideaith, respecting his official action in connec: 
on with the present epidem ie of yellow fever 
ia the city of Savanuah, be reeeived and spread 
upon the records of this body. 

Resolved 2. That in the opinion ef this body 
ne has not only fully. discharged his duty as 
sanitary commissioner for bis district, and pres- 
dent of the State Board of Health, but mat he 
‘as done all that he was allowed to do hy the 
law creating the body, aud deserves great redit 
for his efforts o arrest the epidemic of yellow 
lever in the city of Savannah. 

The communication of Dr Thomas is as fol- 
lows: 


„To the Georgia State Board of Health, 


Atlanta, Ga. GENTLEMEN—I regret ex- 
‘eedingly my inability to meet you at the an- 
nal session of the board. Our entire state 
profoundly realizes the calamity which is upon 
this city snd which keeps me here. I have been 
trusting that thisdresiful scourge would cas 
in time for me to meet you on the 10th inst, 
but up to the present | do not feel that there 
bas been sufficient abatement fy ne to leave 
my post even for a day or td 

You are doubtiess well informed of the terri- 
ble epiuemiecof yellowfever which has sw. pt 
over Savannah for the past six weeks. 1 think 
the fi st declared case occurred on the 
zis uv. .ugust in the eastern part of che city, in 
a loca ity noted for its insalubrity. By the Sch 
of August there was such ma est tendency to 
the spread of the infection that a special meet- 
ing of the medical society was called From 
the reports ma de by the various medical gen 
tlem n present, (a d it ws a very ful meeting) 
I formed the opinion that there were not more 
than 15 or 20 houses at that ti ne infected 
by the poison. at th s meeting, which was only 


seveu days after the firet case I offered the fol” 
lowi: g resolutions: 


“Resolved, That the mayor be requested to re- 
quire dafly reports of ali cases of veliow fever 
und th. ir locality, trom all the physicians iv the 
cit 

Reso’ ved. That the mayor be requested to 
organize at once a corps sauitaire. and, place 
them under active, energetic offic rs. and that 
they be instructed to cleanse aud d.sinſect a 
privies, yards aud houses where the disease is 
reporied, and as far as possible all places in the 
city where filth and dirt exist.“ 

These resolutions were passed, I believe unar- 
imously, by the medic:! society, an ordered to 
b> presented to his honor the mayor. The next 
day I visited the mayor in person and 
explained to him in detail the ideas involved 
iu the above resolutions, and at the same time 
offered whatever active co-operation he might 
demand. I de-ire also to state that about a 
year a ol addressed his houor an official letter 
tendering my services in all sanitary matters, 
aud especially ia the event of an epidemic Up 
to the present date I have never been called 
upon to set iu my official capacity 

During my Visit to his honor oi th day alter 
the meeting of the me cal society alluded to 


calities were being disinf. cted: 

I need scarcely remind you that the law under 
which the state boird of health is organ d 
gives this body no power to interfere with loca) 
er municipal authorities. The duties of the 
board are clearly definid to give advice 
10 those iu authority in case 
of epidemics wheuever asked. The resolutions 
given above were presented to the medical so- 
ciety for its endorsement, and most earnestly 
recommended to the mayor by me, as the rep- 
resemtative of ths site board of health. The 
naturz of the poison which causes ye/low fever 
was explained to him, Low that it would take 
house by house. aud street by street and that 
whilst 1 bad no experience in trying to stop 
the progress of the iufection, yet 1 was 
supported by the most eminent sanitary au- 
thurities in the world iu the opinion that, by 
the prompt institution of proper measures, it 
could be stamped out at mat stage of its pro- 
grers. 

On the 8th and 9th day of the progress of the 
disease. I began to consider the question of 
calli: gt e board to meetin Eavanuch. After 
Sum .ig the law and the rules of 
the board I was in much doubt as 
to whether I had the power to order 
the board to the scene ot the epidemic. Whilst 
seriously cousidering this step, I was prostra ti d 
upon my bed with fever. brought ou by over- 
wrk aud the effects of exposure to the sun. 

On the third dav of my illness several of wy 
brother physicians came in and earnestly re- 
commended that it was necessary for my spcedy 
recovery that Ishould go tothe country for a 
few days to restore my strength. * 

I reiuctantly yielded to ‘their wishes, and was 
absent from the city just eight days. With a 
tense of my dutystill before me, on my way 
back to Savannah I went to Atlanta to consult 
with sach members of the board as I could find 
there. At this place I called together Dr vogan 
Attorney General Hammond, and Comptroller 
Genera! Goldsmith, (the two latter ex-officio 
members of the board—the attorney g.neral 
being its legal »dviser), and submitted to them 
the question of summoning the board to meet 
at once in Savannah. The attorney general 
gave it as his opinion that under our rules and 
the law I, asthe president, had no power to 
order the board to meet anywhere outside of 
the capitol of the state. He said that I might 
request one or two members to meet at any 
point, but that it would be entirely optional 
with them whether they complied with 
the request. 1 Was aware 
too that there were at this time. and had been 
for some time previous, absent from the state at 
least three of Dur most experienced members 
»The three members of the board mentioned 
above, who were kind eeough to give me their 
counsel at Atlanta, thought that no good could 
result from the board meeting in Savannah at 
this period, und particularly as they 
> new that the medical gentlemen 
of the city were willing and 
able to give their advice, which was ail the 
board couid do. 

After this I determined on my return to fol- 
low up With as much vigor as possible the ad. 
vice already given, aud to represent the board 
to the best of my ability. 

On my arrival in Savannah, on the 1%th of 
September. I became at once so preoccupied 
witb attention upon the sick that but lit le time 
was leftme to concentrate my thoughts upon 
the sauitary situ tion. 


Afte the most careful consideration I came 
to the conclusion that, although the disease 
was well nigh spread throughout the city. yet 
much might still be done to mitigate the epi- 
demic by the free use of disinfectants, spread. 
ing quick lime upou damp ground fijors, base 
ments, yards, &c., aud hygienic measures. To do 
this 1 knew would require an immense amount 
of these materials My thoughts at ouce le- 
verted to New York where I knew these things 
in such abundance were especially to be found, 
and under such circumstauces the liberality to 
farnish them free. I wrote st once to some of 
my medical friends in New York and explained 
io them the situation In consequence oi my 
npplication there was a large meeting of medica) 
m u held in that city, comprising the first talent 
ia the country, prominent amonz them was Dr. 
O. A. Harris, secretary of tne American Public 
Health association to whom I had addressed a 
letter. On the adjournment of the meeting I 
wus at once — that they would suppiy

FATAL COLLISION. 


A FREIGHT RUNS INTO THE 40. 
COMMODATION IRAN ON 
THER WESTERN & AT. 
LANTIC RAILROAD, - 


Two Men K lied—Frightful Result of 
Carelessneas—Eviderce Brought out 
Before the Coroner— ferdsct. 


The railroad accident of yesterday, 
a brief acebunt of which appears elsewhere, is 
une of tho e horrore which are almost without 
«xeuse. Tae facts which were brought ont yes- 
terday afternmoun before a cvroner’s jury, 
We regret to say, make out a case of very 
g Oss and culpable negligence; and a reckless 
disregard of human lite which should be 


promptly looked into by the proper author ties: 


While all accidents of this nature thrill a cum- 
int uity, Ours Ww s Unusually aroused, from the 
fxct that both of the unfortuuate victims were 
yentiemen of bigh standingand numbered their 
friends by the score. Both were pist middle 
life. 

JUDGE ELISHA-H LIND EY 
was an honored citizen of Cobb county, uh re 
he spent the greater part of his life and raised 
a arge family. He has beld several positions of 
houor in his county, and was a member ui the 
last general assembly. The news of his sudd: 
and dreadful death has not only brought! ‘bh : 
keenest suffering on a most estimable mii, 
but has also cast a gloom over the whole Ji onr 
sister town Of Marietta. A wile a. id .wo sons re- 
side there aud a married daughter resides in 
this city. 
THE O°HER VICTI¥, 

Mr. K Sawtel, was seventy-threz yeats of age. 
He isa citizen of Sweetwater, Tenuessee, but 
has two sons in this city cngaged 
in the butcher business. The father himself 
is a cattle drover, aud wits bringing a lot of cat- 
tle to his son wheu he was kilied. His wiie re. 
s des at his home in feanessee. The family is 
highly respected, and we sympathize with her 
deeply in their pr sent affliction. 

The mutilated remains ef the two gentlemen 
reached the city shortly after twelve o'clock 
yesterday moruving upou the extra coach 
which had been sent after them The news of 
the approach of the train quickly drew together 
an exci.ed throng of people, aud by the time it 
reached the Forsyth street crossing it was sur- 
rounded by a large crowd. People crept aux- 
iuu ly to the door of the car aud iooked in and 
then turned away sickened at the 


GHASTLY SPECTACLE WITHIN. 


The bodies were accompanied by Drs Kuott 
and Alley, who had gone down in the c r to 
iceville, and who were now busily engaged in 
sewing up the boweis. 

At the car shed the bodics were removed 
from the train. That of Mr Lindley was placed 
in the gentlemen's reception room, where Dr 
Knott continued his work of binding together 
the mutilated limbs. The remains of Mr Saw 
tell were taken to che store of Messrs Bohnefeld 
& Bliley, undertakers, corner of Marietta and 
Forsyth streets, A considerable crowd cluster- 
ed around the windows and doorof the recep- 
tion room, but the police guarded the eatrance, 
and only admitted a few friends within. 


THE INQUEST. 


About one o’clock Corouer Kile was notified 
of the accident, and at two o'clock the inquest 
was he.d. A reliable account of the manner 
and cause of the accident can be gathered from 
the evidencé of the wituesses, delivered under 
oath, We give it substantially as detailed. 

MR W F. GRAVES OF MARIETTA 

was the first witness sworn. Witness was upon 
accommodation train, commonly kaown as che 
“go ber train,” coming to this city. There 
were some ten or twelve passengers in the 
coach. The deceased men were there, occupy-- 
ing a seat about four or Ave seats from the dour. 
At Iceville, a station some five miles from At- 
lanta, the train stopped, in«rdertotake ona 
car loaded with ice, which was awaiting it 
there. [he engine nad cut loose and gone off 
ou a side track loc this ice car, the balance of 
the train remaining upon the main track The 
passenger coach was between a loaded coal car 
in front, and the conductor's car behind. While 
standirg in thir position, the alarm was sudden- 
ly spread, that à train was approuching from be- 
hind. Everybody sp.ang to their feet in a great 
panic. All succeeded inescaping but the de ceased 
u lady and witness. At tue instant of the col 

lision,Jwitmess thinks Mr Sawtell was standiug 
ou the lowest step of the platform, Lindley was 
near the car door, and witness was behind 


jammed up against the coal car, and the two 
men were this caught.. One of Lindles's legs 
was cut completely off and the other badly shat- 
tered. Mr Sawtell was caught higher up and 
killed at ouce. It was some tenor fifteen min.

His cries were agonizing. Alter being released.

Mr F T Eddy, a recent employee of the road. 
ani Mr John H Flyus were the next witnesses 
examined. The latter gentleman swore posi- 
tively that the engineers of the road were re 
quired to deerease their speed upon approach 
ing the stations, so as to be able to top at any 
lime should an Obstacle be discovered on the 
track. This rule was positive. Also, that Ice- 
ville is a station upon the read, at Which t e 
goober train usually stops to takea carol ice 
and the engineer of No 12 koew this fact. 

Mr Cnambers, the conductor of No 12, testified 
that his train was moving at the rate of frcm 
11 TO 13 MILES AN HOUR. 

They we passing around a sharp curve, and at 
an increasing rate of speed. Witness a tmitted 
that the regulations of the road mquired thr 
speed to be ‘abates on approaching stations 
The engineer put on steam just as the train wa: 
passing off the bridge. Witness was in the con- 
ductor’s cab, and had no means of commuuicat 
ing wich his engineer, by bell. The first inti- 
mation he had of trouble ahead, was hearing 
the engineer whistledown breaks, aud by time

ENGINEER PUT ON MORE SEX. 

He realised iu an instant the imminent danger 
which threatened his train, and instant- 
ly started 1unwvipg at full speed over the 
stretch of ground which separated the side 
track from the main track in o derto signal the 
approach.ng train. So great was his speed that 
he fell head-foremost into a ditch, but recover- 
ing himself he gained the track just as the train 
pissed rapidly by. He did signal with all his 
might but no attention was paid to him. Had 
his s'guals been notic>1 in time, the accident 
would have teen prevented. The fireman 
of the freight train gave bis statement 
substantially, that they crossed the biidge at a 
slow rate, and as they passed off the engin-er 
ur Sheridan, pulled out his watch and re- 
marked, “Weare ten minutes behind time; ’ 
and at once opened the shuttle valve. The fire- 
man commenced tiring up, had thrown in two 
shovels of coal, and was about to put in a third, 
and the train had Increased its sper to abou:

The damage done to the property of the road 
was very slight. The engine of the freight was

The bodies of the victims of this disaster were 
vent off yesterday afternoon ou the 4 o'clock 
train. Mr Lindley's remains went to Marietta.
